COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)-Sec- 
retary of State Ted W. Brown 
dispatched observers to possible 
trouble spots in today’s election 
Requests for a check on vot 
ing came from the counties of 
Cuyahoga, Jefferson and Adams. 
Lawrence County asked for a 
check on the larger number of 
absent voter ballots cast, and 
Brown said he would look into 
the situation after the election 
The secretary of state said all 
indications point to light voting 
over the state despite special

lie expected a turnout of some 
2.6 million voters, about the 
same as in the previous odd- 
year election two years ago. 
The only statewide voting was 
on Issue No. I—a proposed $250 
million bond issue for educa­ 
tion, conservation, research and 
develpment facilities. 
About 1,500 local bond issues, 
tax levies and questions also 
were up for decision. 
The big bond issue proposal 
marked the 89t.h time Ohioans 
have been asked to consider 
amendments to th© state con­ 
stitution in the last 50 years, 
Brown said. 
Voters approved 46 of the pro­ 
posals, records showed. 
Since the Constitutional Con­ 
vention of 1912, Ohio voters have 
adopted 9 amendments and re­ 
jected 22 placed on ballots by 
initiative petition. The most re­ 
cent was a Sunday sales am end­ 
ment last year.

Kohler launched a formal pro 
test in Moscow last month, af­ 
ter a similar Soviet tie-up of a 
U.S. convoy on the autobahn

Rusk, leaving the S e n a t e 
committee briefing, said that

Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
had no immediate comment on

newsmen.
